SUBJECT: The Presidential Medal of Freedom 


The President has asked for recommendations of individuals 
deserving of The Presidential Medal of Freedom. We will 
be submitting a list of fifteen names to him from which he 
will choose approximately five. 

The Medal is awarded to individuals who have "made an 
especially meritorious contribution to (1) the security or 
national interest of the United States, or (2) world peace, 
or (3) cultural or other significant public or private 
endeavors." (See Executive Order No. 11085, February 22, 
1963.) This may be awarded posthumously. There will be 
only one degree of the Medal issued. The degree with 
distinction" is being eliminated. 

The award can, of course, be used to highlight certain 
issues such as youth, human rights, volunteer ism, etc. 

We would .like to have your considered suggestions. The 
Medals are to be awarded around July 4th so we will need 
your suggestions by Monday, June 20,
